New Instance 


Hardly n day parses without 
some new Instance of hooli- 
ganism being reported. - Only 
reports of incidents of  polltical 
significance reach the outside 
world. But behind the head- 
lines announcing attacks on 
milltiumen, the burning of two 
radio stations and breaking of 
tramear windows, is uw back- 
ground of brawUng, disorder 
and molestation common to 
most cities and Inrge towns 
throughout the country, 

A yeur ago, hooligan Incidents 
averaged 2,298 n month, Last 
November, however, 7 they 
totalled 6,067, and aver 300 
militamen a month were being 
beaten up. 

Slettin and Gdansk on the 
Bultic, Poznan und Bydgoszcz 
Inland, have all hag thei own 
waves of  hoollgunism. At 
Katowice, In the industrial 
south, there wns ot one time an 
epldemle of smashing up the 
interiors of Tailway  compart- 
ments, Many thousands of 
windows and electric ight 
bulbs were broken, lavatory 
doors were removed from their 
hinges and washbastis shatter- 
ed. The newspaper Dzlennik 
Zachodne described the damage 
as “a picture of frightful des. 
truction."* 


Gang Liquidated 


The police of Wroclaw, 
former German town 
Breslau, who have had 
experience in dealing with 
young hoodlums, have jately 
been driving round dark streets 
at night to disperse “concentra 
tions” of them. A nang of 
young thugs who used lo annoy 

eople at the Central Station 

Os only reeently been 
“Iquidated,” 

Police now palrol day = and 
night outside one well-known 
hotel In Warsaw. A 24-hour 
watch has been started because, 
in the words of Trybuna Ludu, 
the Communist Party news- 
paper, hooliganism in this part 
ot Warsaw has “become 
Tompant." 

The dancing basement und 
cafe of the hotel are the resort 
of foreigners with luxurious 
cors, black marketeers and a 
few girls whiting to be picked 
up. Rough-looking youths hang 
about outside the hotel when 
the . weather [s not too cold, 
Passerssby are often insulted 
and no few .months ago a 
mallifiaman was attacked and a 
motorear turned oycr, 

The proud claim of one news- 
Paper that the militia pntrols 
at Wroclaw “have several cars 
at thelr disposal", Indicates one 
weakness of this Pollsh police 
force. They are not properly 
motorised and there are no real 
flying squads, ‘as understood 
elsewhere, ; 

Carry Revolvers 

General Ryszard  Dobleszak, 
chief Commandant of the. Polish 
militia, has sald that flying 
squads are essentlal if they are 
to deal effectively with these 
incldents. . 

The Pollsh militln usually 
ea revolvers, which they 
farely, if ever, need to use. 
They ore now belng issued with 
¢truncheons, which are more 
practical. In the near future, 
the riot squad Is to be equipped 
olso with tear gas, smoke 
bombs and firo hoses, 

The new law will speed up 
procedure In the courts and in- 
erease the ponalticy for brawling 
and crimes of violence... — - 

* General Dobleszak has blamed 

the courts for being too lenient. 
He. says that 50 per cent of 
the men wh@ toke part in beat-
